The buildings look like any sprawling war plant. Two stories 
high, they contain, literally, miles corridors, crisscrossing the 
tiny, partitioned offices. Standing the curve iron staircase, 
the panorama before one resembles great, squared honeycomb. 
Each little hole packed with desks and straight-backed chairs. 
Men and women sit them talking, reading, writing. The incessant 
shrilling the telephones, the tap typewriters, blur with the 
sound many voices into vague drone. 

restless river humanity flows through the corridors and 
and out the cubbyholes. Traverse them for few moments and one 
realizes that here are the “peoples the world” the Charter talks 
about—white, black, yellow, red. 


These are the men and women, boys and girls, who staff the 
offices the United Nations. The accredited representatives the 
nations, who sit the Councils Commissions, encircle the great 
conference tables. Their words, patient impatient, swift halt- 
ing, are translated immediately into the five official languages 
U.N.—French, Russian, Spanish, Chinese and English. The trans- 
lators sit five numbered boxes, with glass fronts, set into the end 
wall. delegate speaks, these men and women listen through 
their earphones, and translate they listen. Earphones, and 
gadget each chair which dials any language, are used delegates 
and audience.

L'THOUGH reliable statistics are not 
available, may stated with 
good deal confidence that 
much, not more, unhappiness 

the world centres around the handling 
money around any other single 
aspect human behavior. Notice that 
this concerns the money, not 
either the dearth the possession 
untoward amounts. Since com- 
mon trait blame something some- 
one else for our shortcomings, money 
has been blamed for many the ills that 
plague us. But this just 
tion, because money itself inert. 
not the root all evil, but tool which 
can used for evil for good. 
tool civilization the same way that 
words, saws, hammers, pencils, frying 
pans and are tools. 

Children must learn use this tool 
the same way they learn use the 
others. Just some tools are dangerous, 
such sharp chisel, both the user 
and others, money, although 
appears harmless, powerful tool for 
harming others well its possessor. 
very important that parents should 
consider careful program for training 
child how use money. 

There are three things that can 
done with this tool. One can get get 
rid it, keep it. other words, 
one earns it, spends saves it. These 
are three distinct aspects the program. 


Getting It. Obviously young 
children cannot expected earn 
money. This requires the rendering 
service for which money token 
given exchange that one may use 
this token enjoy the fruits other 
peoples’ services. The child belongs 
social unit, the family.

Getting Rid It. Spending 
one the most difficult patterns 
acquire. The first rule that once the 
money handed over, the child must 
accept the consequences his purchase. 
The child learning make decisions 
and abide them. If, after has 
purchased, finds the article longer 
desirable there should question 
returning and hence having 
second choice. Nor should the parents, 
finding the child desolate, supplement 
his allowance that can make 
another purchase. this way the child 
will learn his thinking before 
finally makes his mind. The parent 
should studiously refrain from criticiz- 
ing the child’s purchase. There 
supervision the spending allow- 
ance. Otherwise the child cannot learn 
accept the consequences his own 
mistakes. 

Furthermore, there should 
confusion the child’s mind about the 
allowance.

not. have plenty scientific 
evidence that babies who are nursed 
their mothers are healthier less 
liable develop serious infections. Un- 
less you are unable produce breast 
this not usually the case 
you should certainly nurse your 
Besides being better for him physically, 
better for both you psychologi- 
cally. establishes intimate rela- 
tionship between you and your baby 
that very valuable. 

far trouble concerned, there 
very little choose, and many mothers 
claim that making artificial feedings, 
warming them and then giving them 
take more time than breast feeding 
does. Certainly you use the latter 
method you don’t have all the irritat- 
ing bother with rubber nipples. When 
you are nursing your baby, you usually 
have lead rather quieter life than 
normal, but that deesn’t mean that you 
can’t enjoy reasonable amount fun 
and diversion. You don’t need think 
that your shape weight will af- 
fected the breast feeding. They will 
not, unless you eat too much, and you 


can check that weighing yourself 
intervals. you find you are putting 
weight, cut down your sugar, candy, 
cake, cookies, biscuits and fats. How- 
ever, most nursing mothers don’t get 
heavy during the process.
